"Premier McBride will be returned to 
power by a good majority. Of that 1 
am perfectly confident," remarked K. 
F. Green, former Chief Commissioner 
of Lancia and Works yesterday. Mr. 
Green bus returned from a visit to 
Kaslo, his old constituency. As has 
been reported In telegraphic despatches 
lie was eordlally received by the resi- 
dents of the district, and members of 
the Liberal-Conservative association 
expressed their confidence In him by 
offering him the nomination. 

Although unable to accept the honor, 
the spirit of good-will which it dem- 
onstrated was appreciated. Mr. Green 
asserts that Nell Mackay, one of the 
most efficient deputy 'commissioners 
the lands and works department has 
ever had, who has been put up by the 
Liberal-Conservatives of that section, 
will be returned by a handsome ma- 
jority. He believes that there Is no 
doubt of Mr. Muckay's success, stat- 
ins that his opponent, John Keen, is 
not by any means as strong as he is 
regarded by the supporters of the lib- 
eral party. 

Mr. Green is not only sure of the 
outcome of the election In Kaslo but 
he Is equally certain that the gov- 
ernment will receive the endorsation 
of the country as a whole. He says 
that in the course of his travels the 
same gratifying sentiment was notice- 
able. The people appeared to be con- 
tented and prosperous, to bo satisfied 
with the existing conditions, and to 
bo in favor of returning the adminis- 
tration which hud done so much to 
bring about "good times." v Despite tho 
fact that tho opposition v press was 
making much of the tour of J. A. Mnc- 
donald, K. C, the leader of the Liberal 
party in British Columbia, and his 
■first lieutenant. W. W. B. Mclnnes, 
the majority of the meetings which 
were held by the former in the interior 
were what might be forcibly called, 
in the parlance of tho street, "frosts." 
That held recently at Nelson." ho said, 
"was a distinct disappointment to tho 
Liberals. The proceedings had boon 
unmarked by any enthusiasm what- 
ever and tho gathering had broken up 
without a single cheer "for the party, 
or for the King." Mich the same had 
occurred elsewhere. In fact Mr. Groen 
was doubtful whether Mr. Maedonald 
would be able to carry his own con- 
stituency, Rossland. The indications 
were that he would be defeated. Under 
tho circumstances there seemed to bo 
little, hope for the Liberals. Person- 
ally he did not think they would any- 
thing like hold tho sixteen s.'.-ats at 
present occupied by them in the pro- 
vincial legislature. 

Let Well Alone 
Reasons for the failure of Mr. Mae- 
donald and his adherents wore given 
by Mr. Greon upon being pressed 
to outline his impressions of the cam- 
paign as far as it had progressed. He 
reiterated the statement that the coun- 
try was prosperous, that tho people 
everywhere were happy, comfortable 
and contented, and that they were al- 
most at one in the opinion Hint the ad- 
ministration, which had so successfully 
lifted the province from its deplorable 
financial state of three years ago, was 
entitled to the confidence of the elec- 
torate for another term. In addition 
tho intelligent, classes, and the ma- 
jority of the residents of British Co- 
lumbia could be included in that term, 
wanted to know in what way the Lib- 
erals would better conditions if they 
wore returned. So far they had. been 
unable to answer that question, so oc- 
cupied were they in conducting a fight 
consisting largely of "unfair criticism, 
misrepresentation and innuendo." 
Neither Mr. Maedonald nor any of 
those at his back had yet outlined any 
constructive policy. 

What good arguments had the Lib- 
erals Introduced against Promler Mc- 
Bride? Mr. Green asked. As fAr as 
he could see they had said nothing 
which would be likely to influence the 
fair-minded voter. They had failed to 
show that tho policy Inaugurated had 
not boon progressive in all linos, and 
that it had not brought about the 
best passible results and had not been 
in tin' Interests of tho province. 

An endeavor had been made to at- 
tack the deal between the government 
and the Grand Trunk Pacific railway 
in reference to Katen Island. But their 
arguments could avail them nothing, 
because it was impossible to alter the 
fact that It was a good bargain, one 
that would redound to tho benefit of 
British Columbia. They, were re- 
ported to have made capital out of the 
sale of the m.000 acres included in the 
tovynslte at the rate of $1 an acre when 
the Indians of a neighboring reserve 
had disposed of their holdings to the 
same company for $7 or $8 on acre. 
When that statement was made with- 
out any further explanation it became 
the most bare-faced misrepresentation. 
3 A Good Bargain 

While it was true that Kaien island 
and other lands were granted to tho 
Grand Trunk Pacific company at tho ' 



the townsite for all time. Wasn't that 
ho asked, sufficient tu counter-balance 
the difference in tho price? He thought 
so and he know that all business men 
would support him in tho contention. 
But that was not all. In addition to 
the one-quarter interest aforemen- 
tioned the province had the right to 
the same amount of the foreshore. The 
latter, it was agreed, should be cut up 
into small pieces of one, thousand feet 
and "the government would have tho 
first choice of this property." Wasn't 
such a concession worth something? In 
ills opinion it would one day prove of 
inestimable value. For one thing, it 
eliminated the possibility of tin; same 
condition of affairs as prevailed in 
Vancouver over existing at Prince 
Rupert. Tho railway company could 
never have full control of the water- 
front. As a matter of fact, if the com- 
pany wont ahead and constructed 
wharves and made other improvements 
it would be possible for the govern- 
ment to take possession of the fore- 
shore upon which these structures 
were placed and the. railway corpora- 
tion would bo unable to do anything 
more than to protest. 

In view of Hie circumstances, Mr. 
Greon thought that it was patent that 
there was nothing In tho charges of 
the Liberal leaders. When the bar- 
gain was looked at from a practical 
standpoint, men of sound judgment 
would have to acknowledge that it 
was an exceedingly good one as far 
as the government was concerned. Ho 
thought that If the lands had been sold 
to the company at the same rate as 
the Indians sold their holdings, no in- 
terest whatever being retained in tho 
property, there would have been rea- 
sonable ground for complaint. 

Only Justice 

Another transaction with which tho 
present govemmont had been con- 
cerned and which Mr. Maedonald and 
his henchmen were pleased to discuss 
and embellish was the. Columbian & 
Western deal. The hand Premier Mc- 
Bride and his colleagues had in this 
matter was the honorable completion 
of a bargain which had been entered 
into by a previous administration. Tho 
C. P. R. had been promised certain 
lands, providing specified work was 
accomplished. Tho railway had car- 
ried out its part of the contract faith- 
fully. Their officials had entered Into 
negotiations with an intervening gov- 
ernment in tho endeavor to secure the 
concession of a smaller block of other 
property in lieu of ihnt which origin- 
ally had boon offered. Those In power 
then gave them to understand that it 
would lie possible to make the change. 
Believing this, the C. P. R. had not 
continued tho survey and other work 
necessary upon tho first mentioned 
area. When Premier McBride and his 
colleagues had assumed control the 
company was given to understand def- 
initely that it would he impossible for 
them to obtain any holdings other than 
those originally specified, Then it was 
too late for the C. P. R. to complete 
the necessary surveys within the time 
limit, and the government, recogniz- 
ing that the delay was partly due to 
its predecessor, had extended tho limit. 
This action, Mr. Green contended, 
would be endorsed by any honorable 
business man. It was true that it 
would have been possible by follow- 
ing out the letter of the law, or. in 
other words, by declining to extend the 
time, to have retained these lands, de- 
spite the facts that they had been 
honestly earned by the C. P. R. That, 
Mr. Greon said, was an authentic ac- 
count of the policy adopted by Premier 
McBride and out of which his oppon- 
ents were attempting to make capi- 
tal. 

But Mr. Green did not think that Mr. 
Maedonald and his supporters would be 
able to make much progress by con- 
tinuing the fight along such lines. Tho 
electorate was bound to see through 
such misrepresentations. The major- 
ity of tho voters were too Intelligent 
to bo mislead. Their tactics would 
have to l)o altered before they could 
hope to work their way into the pub- 
lic confidence. 

Looking at. (lie situation from an un- 
biased viewpoint. Mr. Greon could not 
see how the Liberals could sincerely 
hope to win. They were defeated at 
the outset, in ids opinion. To return 
to the house with a majority on tho 
cSth of Marcli it would be necessary for 
them, not only to hold the seats thev 
now occupied, but to capture six oth- 
ers. Under the present conditions 
such a feat was an Impossibility. With 
u strong, progressive premier, with a 
cabinet composed of members of tho 
same calibre, with the splendid record 
of tho past three years to back them — 
a period during which tho country had 
been lifted from the mire of bank- 
ruptcy to that of general affluence — 
there was no doubt that tho endorsa- 
tion of the people would be of a flat- 
tering character.

Ottawa, Jan. -1. — A well known Yu- 
koner at present visiting the Capita) 
strongly resents the statements which 
appeared in the Vancouver World of 
Dec. 2S, laudatory of "Governor Mcln- 
nes." Among other things, this article 
says Mr. Mclnnes has proved himself to 
ho an administrator' of rare ability and 
exceptional honesty, and the World 
points to Iiis career in Yukon with a 
feeling of pride and confidence, and 
trusts he will end that rule of graft and 
illegal handling of public lands in Yu- 
kon. 

The intention of the article is to pre- 
sent Mr. Mclnnes before tho electors of 
British Columbia as a man who has 
"done things," und solicit votey based 
upon his alleged Yukon record. Among 
other things the World attributes to 
Mr. Mclnnes as forming part of his Yu- 
kon record are the following: 
Reduced cost of government. 
Unnecessary officials dismissed. 
Sinecures abolished. 
Graft exposed and punished. 
Cancelled concessions. 
Land thrown open to miners. 
Prosperity increased. 
The World invites the people of Brit- 
ish Columbia to support Mr. Mclnnes 
because lie accomplishes the above Ve- 
nn "ins in Yukon, and upon the accom- 
plishment of these reforms Mr. Mcln- 
nes' record is based. What are the 
facts? 

Cost of government was reduced, and 
unnecessary officials were dismissed, be- 
fore Mr. Mclnnes became governor of 
Yukon, and so announced in the House 
by Mr. Oliver. 

Mr. Mclnnes never abolished a sin- 
ecure; on the contrary, he added such 
to his administration in the form of a le- 
gal adviser to tho council. 

Mr. Mclnnes never exposed any graft, 
and never inflicted any punishment on 
any person for grafting. In fact, the 
government lias consistently denied that 
there is or ever was any grafting in 
Yukon. 

The hydraulic regulations governing 
concessions were abrogated before Mr. 
Mclnnes became governor. Mr. Mcln- 
nes never had anything to do with can- 
celling concessions; that battle was 
fought and won long before his day. 

Mr. Mclnnes was the agent of the 
government in keeping land covered by 
cancelled concessions closed to the min- 
ers. It is closed lo this day, although 
the concessions including these areas 
were cancelled before the arrival of 
Mr. Mclnnes in Yukon. 

Yukon had the smallest gold output 
last year since 1897 — if this is an evi- 
dence of prosperity. Mr. Mclnnes is wel- 
come lo it. The fact is that the gov- 
ernment policy, endorsed and carried 
out by Mr. Mclnnes, was the direct re- 
sult of throwing the mines into the 
bauds of speculators and monopolists, 
to the detriment of the working miners. 

If the people of British Columbia de- 
sire to place Mr. Mclnnes in power 
upon his Yukon record, then they may 
ho prepared for hitter disappointment, 
for in so far as those things are con- 
cerned, upon which Mr. Mclnnes' bril- 
liant record is based, according lo the 
World, that gentleman lias been a con- 
spicuous failure.

Nelson, Jan. 11. — For the first time 
since- they left Kamloops last Monday, 
Premier McBride and W. J. Bowser 
met with opposition on tho platform 
here tonight. The enemy was ' Dr. 
Hall, the Liberal candidate, and a 
number of Dominion government em- 
ployees who occupied standing room 
just inside the entrance to the theatre. 
By their satisfactory review of the 
record of the government, their outline, 
of future policy and an arraignment, 
of the opposition, with W. W. B. Mc- 
lnnes' In the foreground; the' visiting 
campaigners completely captured the 
largest audience they have met on 
their Interior tour. 

The Premier and Mr. Bowser ar- 
rived at S o'clock in tho evening from 
Arrowhead, where they addressed a 
meeting in the morning. They wore 
accompanied by Martin Burrell, of 
Grand Forks; William Hunter, Con- 
servative candidate for Slocan; W. C. 
E. Koch, of Slocan; H. Scbofield and 
10. D. Murphy of Trail. A number of 
prominent citizens, including J. A. 
Klrkpatrick, the local Conservative 
candidate, with the Nolson band, met 
the party at the depot and escorted 
them to the opera house. 

A Crowded Meeting 

Tho theatre, which has a seating 
capacity of about 500, was crowded, in 
both pit and gallery, to the walls, and 
everyone present displayed keen Inter- 
est in the. proceedings and ready ap- 
preciation of the points scored. 

R. S. Lennle, president of the Con- 
servative Club, occupied the chair, and 
on tho platform with the Premier and 
Mr. Bowser were J. A. Kirkpatrick, Dr. 
Hall, tho Liberal, and Frank Phillips, 
the Socialist candidate. 

Mr. Klrkpatrick, whoso popularity 
was proven by a spontaneous ovation, 
spoke but briefly, in order that the 
Premier, Mr. Bowser and the opposi- 
tion candidate could have more time. 

Mr. Phillips disavowed any connec- 
tion with or sympathy for either poli- 
tical party, and appealed to the work- 
Ingmen to vote for one of their own 
class. He denied the alleged alliance 
of Conservatives and Socialists, and 
said that Mr. Maedonald, who had 
talked so much about red revolution- 
ary flags, was not a man who would 
be a credit to any sort of flag. 

Awkward Questions 

Mr. Bowser, who preceded Dr. Hall, 
gavo that gentleman a number of 



questions to answer relative to the 
opposition policy, Liberal scandals and 
Ottawa interference In the provincial 
campaign. He also devoted consider- 
able time to an expose of the public 
record of Mr. Mclnnos, and elicited 
from the audience the fact that the 
man from the Yukon Is not seriously 
taken In Nelson. 

Dr. Hall did not choose to answer 
any of Mr. Bowser's questions, but 
used his time In reciting Kalen Island, 
.Columbia & Western and other stock 
opposition charges against the govern- 
ment, and enumerating public works 
required in Nolson and district. He* 
received a fair hearing and general 
applause. 

An Ovation 

Tho Premier followed Dr. Hall. As 
he rose from his seat ho was given 
three cheers and a tiger. Throughout 
his disposal of the opposition candi- 
date's charges and a ringing denun- 
ciation of Liberal scandal tactics, tho 
applause was such as a public man 
seldom evokes in British Columbia. 
When during the course of his speech 
the Premier told of the political feel- 
ing he had found In all the constitu- 
encies he had visited, and that tlio 
indications were certain that not more 
than a dozen seats In the whole prov- 
ince could be won by the Liberals, tho 
audience became almost unanimous in 
a remarkably enthusiastic reception of 
the news. 

With regard to public works, tho 
Premier paid there were urgent neces- 
sities in all parts of the province, and 
now that the government was on Its 
feet financially, a general schemo 
would be undertaken. Ho was not 
out to make pre-election promises, nor 
would he play any favorites. He would 
promise a continuation of wise, honest 
and equitable administration. He was 
not in public life for the purpose of 
creating fat jobs for party friends, and 
if that were ever required of htm ho 
would step down and out. He wanted 
to be judged now upon his record. 

At the eloso of the meeting there 
wore three cheers for the Conserva- 
tive party, three more and an extra 
one for the Premier, and the same 
number for Mr. Klrkpatrick. An ef- 
fort to raise a cheer for Dr. Hall failed 
dismally.

Telephone Stations Being Estab- 
lished at Tsuhiat and Seven 
Mile Creek 



The marine and telegraph depart- 
ments of the government are building 
two new telegraph huts between Clo- 
oose and Paehena Point. It is pro- 
posed to appoint a man to be sta- 
tioned at each, one at Tsuhiat and tho 
other at Seven -Mile Creek. Tele- 
phones will be placed In the two new- 
huts, similar to that at Clo-oose, con- 
necting with the coast telegraph line 

tween Carmanah Point and Capo 
Beale. The duty of tho men in charge 
wdll be to patrol the coast line be- 
tween their station and the next. 
Lineman Logan will work between 
Clo-oose and Tsuhiat. No appoint- 
ments have yet been made. 

The telegraph line to connect the 
whaling station of the Pacific Steam 
Whaling Company at Sechart has 
been partly built, and when the 
steamer Queen City leaves again for 
the west coast she will carry a ship- 
ment of specially made wire for the 
long span of 700 feet across Effingham 
Inlet, where a cable will ultimately be 
laid.

Inspection Bill Debated—Dom- 
inion Finances for Past 
Half Year 



Ottawa, Jan. 11. — A long discussion 
took place on Hon. Mr. Fisher's bill 
respecting the inspection of canned 
goods. Several members insisted that 
tho canners should bo given a fair op- 
portunity to express their views before 
the bill is passed, and eventually Mr. 
Fisher acceded to this view. Objection 
was taken to tho provision requiring 
the date of manufacture to be stamped 
upon tho can. Mr. Macpherson said 
this would be disastrous to tho salmon 
canners, as It would create a falso im- 
pression in tho minds of tho public. 
Mr. Marshnll advanced the same view 
with respect to canned fruit and vege- 
tables. It is probable that this clauso 
will be struck out. 

Messrs. J. H. Sanderson, F. C. Baker 
and A. P. Woodman, of Prince Albert; 
J. H. Lamont, Regina; Wm. Anderson, 
Alex. R. Fleck and others of Ottawa, 
have been incorporated as tho Princo 
Rupert Timber and Lumber company, 
with a capital of $150,000 and head of- 
fice at Ottawa. 

The statement of revenuo and ex- 
penditure of tho Dominion issued by 
tho finance department for the six 
months ending Dec. 31 shows that tho 
revenue was $43,694,716, compared with 
I ?37,S77,167 for tho same tiino in tho 
previous year, an Increase of $5,817,- 
540, The expenditure was $24,695.16(5. 
or over one million less than for 1905. 
There was an Increase in every branch 
of t he public service, the. customs 
showing throe millions and threo quar- 
ters. On capital account there was an 
expenditure of over six millions, about 
half a million greater than for tho 
same time in 1905. 

In the House this evening Mr. 
Fielding declined to raise tho duty on 
cheese. Mr. Henderson (Holton) 
wanted it as high as the United State.ii 
tariff. Last year Canada imported 
520,000 worth, but exported twenty- 
four millions' worth. 

The penitentiary report issued today 
shows that the average daily popula- 
tion in the penitentiaries last year was 
1407. There is an increase in every 
penitentiary except Dorchester. Tho 
number of paroles was 179, pardons 36 
and deaths 17. Fifty-six convicts are 
serving life sentences. 

Mr. Aylesworth today Introduced his 
bill to regulate the export of electric, 
power and certain liquids and gases. 
Tho purpose, of tho legislation, as ox- 
plained by tho minister, was not to col- 
lect revenue but to have control over 
the companies and to ensure to tho 
people of Canada tho enjoyment of tho 
advantages they possessed in the won- 
derful water power at Niagara and 
c>ther places. 



PREMIER SCOTT GOES SOUTH 

Roginn, Jan. 11. — It is understood 
that ns soon as tho condition of Pre- 
mier Scott permits, ho will leave for a 
southern point, where ho will spend 
some months. It is altogether unlikely 
that he will bo ablo to take any ac- 
tive part in political affairs during tho 
forthcoming sitting of tho legislature.

Rome, Jan. 11. — The Osservotore llo- 
niaiio toduy published the text: of an 
important encyclical addressed by the 
Pope to the French Catholics. 

In this document the pontiff ' said 
that, li is chief! object, in addressing the 
faithful in France was to comfort them 
in tli cir sufferings, which ho felt deep- 
ly. There was, however, grout consola- 
tion iu ihc fact that the Catholics of 
France were united. The French gov- 
ernment's declaration of war was not. 
only against the Christian faith, but: 
itgninst all spiritual ideas. The French 
Catholics must: he prepared for nil sorts 
of trials, but they are certain of final 
i victory. This meant the maintenance 
i of their union with the Holy See, which 
j was of greater importance, as shown by 
the efforts of the- enemies of the church 
to dissolve Ibis union. 

Contrary to the statements made on 
the Bubjcet, the church did not desire 
a religious war, involving violent perse- 
cutions. Being a messenger of peace 
and carrying out her mission loyally, 
the church ilid not willingly expose her- 
self to war and persecutions, as she (lid 
not desire to see her children suffering. 

Regarding the ecclesiastical proper- 
ties, the encyclical said the 'Pope had 
not abandoned them. The French gov- 
ernment had Imposed upon French 
Catholics an organization which the 
church was unable to nccepl without 
imperilling its existence as a divine 
institution. The statement that, the 
government disposed of the abandoned 
properties of the church was adding de- 
rision to spoliation. It was false to 
state that the pontiff condemned 111 
France what he approved in Germany, 
as (ho German cultural associations 
were merely tolerated, although they 
recognized the hierarchy, which was not 
done in France. The new bill amend- 
ing the separation law of 1£)05_ was 
simply a law of confiscation, and in re- 
gard to the exercise of public worship, 
it was an anarchistic measure. There- 
fore the people condemned it. 

In conclusion, the Pope appealed to 
the judgment of history, which, be said, 
will recognize that the papacy does not 
wish to humiliate nny official or oppose 
any government, but will defend the 
work of the divine founder of the 
church, demanding "respect for the hier- 
archy and the inviolability of its prop- 
erty and liberty." 

Cue of the highest officials at tho 
Vatican said: "In the encyclical the 
Pope stales that the minimum possible 
for accepting the separation of the 
church and slate in France is separa- 
tion as il exists in Great Britain and 
the United States. 

Paris, .Ian. 11. — The eagerly awaited 
pupal encyclical, in which the Pope ex- 
plains his position regarding church and 
slate separation, was published here to- 
day. This formally places the seal of 
ollicinl condemnation on the new law, 
and will constrain the bishops at their 
meeting on .Inn. 15 to declare against 
the law on all points.

Lothbrldge, Alb., Jan. 11.— Southern 
iljberta today Is in the grip of the 
storm king. About midnight yester- 
day's Chinook played out and a storm 
descended from mountains and spread 
rapidly eastward. Both the Crow's 
Nest branch and the line of the A. R:

Berlin; Jan, 11.— Colonial Director 
iDernberg explained the foundation of 
Emperor William's so-called "weltpoll- 
tic" (world policy) this evening at the 
convention of the German Chambers of 
Commerce. After dwelling upon the 
colonial enterprises of G or tunny and the 
deveopinent. of her colonics, Herr Dol'U- 
berg said: "Tho Genua ti colonial Ques- 
tion is in the nature of a national pro- 
tection of the bread of millions' of in- 
dustrial workers and of the employment 
of German capital iu trade production 
and navigation." 

Herr Dernbcrg said thai, as compared 
with the middle of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, when nine million persons spoke 
Kuglish ami twenty millions Gorman, 
Germany hud lost n position of rela- 
tive importance in the world, as now 
ninety million's •speak English and only 
seventy millions German, He said this 
was because Germany had no colonics, 
nud was dependent upon other countries 
for raw materials and food supplies. 
Herr Dernberg described the rapid de- 
velopment of the United Slates and its 
increasing economic importance and 
commercial influence throughout the 
Western hemisphere, to the detriment 
of European nations. Light and electri- 
cal power plants in Brazil had passed 
front Germany lo American bauds, 
great mining undertakings on the Paci- 
fic const of South America were iu the 
hands of the citizens of the Ijnitcd 
Stntes and Japan. The United States 
was favored by shorter freight routes, 
and was thus gaining on Germany in 
supplying the Chinese market. 

After giving voluminous statistics of 
importance on various subjects, the 
speaker said: "Willi the necessary pa- 
tience and persistence, a great part of 
Germany's requirements in raw ma- 
terials can be obtained from her colon- 
ies. Germany necessarily is becoming 
nn industrial slate, owing to the lack of 
agricultural lands, henee it is necessary 
to export part of the goods manufac- 
tured. Our colonies can supply cheap 
raw materials, and German manufac- 
turers and -working people can be assur- 
ed of being able lo influence prices 
throughout ilie world, as against foreign 
monopolies and high tariffs.''

A SHAMEFUL INCIDENT 

If anything were wanting to indicate 
thai A. ,T. Murley is absolutely unfit to 
occupy the high position of mayor of 
the city of Victoria, it was furnished 
:ii the meeting held in Victoria West 
Iasl evening, when he disgraced him- 
self by sitting in a rear seat in the hall 
and constantly .shouting "Unr!" at one 
of llie speakers on the platform. Surely 
this is the last straw. Surely the fair 
fame of Victoria is not to be dragged 
in the mud any deeper by this upstart, 
who heretofore has been given credit 
for being ai least a gentleman. Think 
of il! The chief magistrate of the Queen 
City of the West so far forgetting what 
is due the people lie ofllcinlly represents, 
in the matter of decorous action, as to 
hurl the word "liar" repeatedly from an 
obscure position in a public hall, as 
would the veriest hoodlum of the slums! 
The people of Victoria are tolerant of 
shortcomings in their representatives 
when those shortcomings are unobjec- 
tionable: but we very much mistake 
their mettle if they tolerate such shock- 
ing indecency of conduct, on the part of 
one occupying the position of mayor. If 
the elections were not so close at hand. 
Mayor Morlcy should be asked for his 
resignation. He has advertised to the 
whole world thai he is simply impos- 
sible in any public position — and the 
sorry pari of- il U that the resultant ad- 
vertisement to Victoria is not of the de- 
sirable son. So indignant were those 
who witnessed the Mayor's shameful 
conduct at (lie meeting, thai the Colon- 
ist was waited on at its conclusion and 
asked to utter a word of protest. 

MR. MclNNES' THREAT 

So far as we have observed, nono 
the Opposition papers have com- 
mented upon Mr. Mclnnes* extraordin- 
ary statement that British Columbia 
could nut hope for better terms until 
a Liberal Government was put in pow- 
er. They arc quite ready to accept 
most tilings that Mr. Mclnnes says, 
but this is a little too much for them. 
We doubt it' the history of Canadian 
politics shows anything like it. The 
right of the province to better terms 
is admitted by Liberals as well as by 
Conservatives, it is admitted by the 
Premier of Canada and his finance 
minister and by the premiers of the 
other provinces. Bui the recognition 
or this right in practical form dc- ; 
jicnds, we are told, upon the defeat of j 
.Mr. McBride. There is no longer any j 
pretence that Mr. McBride should have 
accepted what was offered at Ottawa. 
Wo arc toid that nothing like a fair ; 
measure of justice will be extended to! 
us while be is premier. 

The developments in this matter in- 
dicate a deep laid plan to defeat any 
effort that Mr. McBride might make. 
So confident were the Opposition press 
that his mission to Ottawa would bo a 
failure, that they said so before ho 
left Victoria. Their treatment of pub- 
lie matters does not suggest the idea 
that the.y are sufficiently sagacious to 
reach a conclusion of this kind with- 
out having a private tip that nothing 
would, come of tin; conference, as far 
as British Columbia's special claims 
arc concerned. The paper which was 
the most positive in prophesying fail- 
ure was our city contemporary, which 
is owned by the Minister of Inland 
KoVsnue. And it is hard to believe 
that if would have treated Mr. Mc- I 
Bride's mission as fore-doomed to fail- 
ure unless it had information from 
headquarters. 

Mr. Mclnnes has only gone a step 
farther than the Liberal papers went, 
lie has only said what they would have 
said If they had not been lacking in 
courage. In the course of his remarks 
at Vancouver, Mr. Mclnnes spoke about 
Mr McBrlilo having offended the other 
premiers. This is very absurd. What 
right had the other premiers to be of- 
fended, because Mr. McBride would not 
accept a sum utterly out of keeping 
with what the" province is entitled to. 
For our part wo are unable to see what 
the other premiers have to do witli It. 
We do not believe that Sir Wilfrid 
Laurler'3 position In tills regard is ten- 
able. British Columbia nuide no bar- 
gain with the other provinces and is 
asking nothing; from the other prov- 
inces. British Columbia is by for the 
largest contributor.pro rata toward the 
Dominion revenue and if the maximum 
amount claimed by Mr. McBride Were 
grunted, It would bo much less than 
what we pay Into the federal treasury. 



SEWER POLITICS 

It i must be very unfortunate to be 
constituted as the Times is, to look for 
evil in everything that a political op- 
ponent does, to invent alleged facts in 
order to bolster up his fnlsa theories. 
For some reason best known to him- 
self, Mr. Neil Mackay 1ms seen fit to 
resign the office of Deputy Commis- 
sioner of Lauds and Works and accept 
the nomination for Kaslo. His right to 
do so could hardly he questioned, par- 
ticularly by the representatives of a 
party, which numbers among its candi- 
dates two federal officials, who resigned 
111 order to accept nominations, and con- 
sidered the expediency of nominating 
another federal ollicial. Messrs. Mc- 
lnnes, Henderson and Marchant were 
fully within their rights as citizens 
in seeking to enter public life, and so is 
Mr. Mackay. But the Times, which 
would go into hysterics, if anyone 
■should suggest sinister motives on the 
part of these gentlemen, iinds in Mr. 
Mackay's action only cause for con- 
demnation. It oven goes further than 
to question his course from n political 
point of view, and makes the gravest 
insinuations concerning his personal in- 
tegrity, for it says that he may be 
trusted not to reveal anything that 
would be to the discredit of the admin- 
istration of Mr. Green, In other words, 
we are asked to believe that Mr. Mac- 
kay is entering politics simply to shield 
Mr. Green's reputation from charges of 
dishonesty. Anything more dishonorable 
than such a charge it is not easy to 
imagine, it is a senseless charge, be- 
cause if llie Times believes its own as- 
sertions lo the effect that the Liberals 
are going to succeed in llie election, 
Mr. Mackay, if elected, would be power- 
less lo prevent a most searching investi- 
gation into the affairs of the Lauds & 
•Works Department. Indeed such an in- 
vestigation cannot be prevented under 
any circumstances, if <he Opposition 
have any charges to make, which they 
think require probing. 

As a matter of fact, the administra- 
tion of Mr. Green of t lie L'ublic Lands 
and Public Works of the province will 
stand the most careful scrutiny. All 
persons who had business with I he De- 
partment know that he lias at all times 
endeavored to deal honestly and impar- 
tially witli every ease coming before 
him. lie is out of public life now, and 
we submit that until the Opposition 
press is prepared to make some deliuile 
charge against him, il should cease its 
miserable insinuations. The Times asks 
why Mr. Green is not engaged in the 
private business which is the reason 
of his resignation. If it will refer lo 
Mr. Green's statement at llie lime of 
his resignation, il will see that he then 
said that it was ids intention to take an 
acive part in the campaign. 



A JUDICIOUS DECISION 

The decision of the Japanese Gov- 
ernment not to send its training 
squadron to the Pacific Coast is very 
judicious. There is, of course, no rea- 
son why the ships should not come lo 
Esquimau, but if they did so,, and 
failed to visit the United Stales ports, 
there would be a great deal of hard 
feeling among our neighbors. Xo one 
would suggest that tin: United States 
authorities, federal, state and munici- 
pal, would not show the squadron every 
courtesy, but there Is no telling what 
evil-disposed individuals might do. The 
blowing up of the Maine In the harbor 
of Havana was not suggested or ex- 
cused by the Spanish government. But 
that made no difference. The people of 
the United States could not be re- 
strained and war was the result. So 
if anything of the kind should happen 
to a Japanese ship in an American port, 
the result would be very much the 
same. There is no doubt that the 
United States is an exceedingly dan- 
gerous member of the family of na- 
tions, not because its Chief Execu- 
tive is not a man of the highest stamp, 
or because the population, as a rule, 
are not. fully alive to their duties to- 
ward other nations, but because of the 
many utterly irresponsible people to be 
found in every part of the country. 
The other day in Seattle, a man, who 
believed that a lawyer had advised an- 
other lo a line of action hostile to him, 
siiot and killed him instantly. They 
are spending many weeks in Taooma 
trying Chester Thompson who took the 
law in his own hands and killed Judge 
Emery. It is unfortunately only too 
true that In the United Slates there 
is developing an Idea that men have 
the right to avenge their real or fan- 
cied grievances and proceed to any ex- 
treme for the gratillcation of their own 
malice or the redress of imaginary 
wrongs. We fear that the Japanese 
government has only loo much Justi- 
llcation for believing that some Irre- 
sponsible creature might seek lo revenge 
Imaginary wrongs by an act which 
would disturb the peace of the world. 

NAVAL GUNNERY

They 
came to England because they wished 
to live In a country whore "a man may 
speak the thing he wills." Then in ad- 
dition to these extraordinary agencies 
tending to "mongrellzc" tho blood, we 
have the Scotch and the Irish, who 
have contributed thoir quota towards 
determining the character of the pop- 
ulation. 

There are some people who speak as 
though the English raco wore some- 
thing separate apart from all other 
races, whereas in point of fact, it is 
made up of the best elements of many 
peoples. The same process is going 
on in the United States today and 
when tho problem of the amalgamation 
of races presents Itself to Canada, the 
process will be found very simple. All 
petty lines of defalcation are lost sight 
of in a country of continental dimen- 
sions, where the only thing asked of 
the man Is that he will be a good cit- 
izen. 

Another writer in a London monthly 
is greatly exercised over the future 
of Canada. We are unable to gather 
from what he says whether he be- 
lieves that tho Dominion is going to 
be annexed to the United States, Aus- 
tralia or China, but he is very sure 
that we cannot hope to be an inde- 
pendent nation, and he is good 
enough to say that he hopes that our 
amour propre will not be offended by 
his candid expression of opinion. Me 
gives himself n very great deal of un- 
necessary trouble. The only thing that 
occurs to us in connection with such 
articles is that newspapers edited by 
presumably intelligent people will 
print them, and that the Canadian As- 
sociated Press in London thinks them 
of sufficient importance lo telegraph 
tlioin to this country. The authorita- 
tive manner in which a certain class 
of English writers deal with things 
Canadian is amusing. We assume that 
their statements of opinions must be 
accepted by a good many people or 
else they would not be. published, but 
as a rule they are absurd in the 
highest degree.

The Ex- 
mouth with a 12 inch gun stands at 
tho head of the list making 16 hits out 
of 10 rounds; the Bulwark and the 
New Zealand each making 15 hits out 
of 20 rounds. The test, except so far 
as they relate to ships at a distance 
from homo, are rogardod as exceed- 
ingly satisfactory and the Admiralty 
congratulates the officers and men 
upon their admirable work. II Is only 
of recent years that much attention 
has been paid to target practice In the 
navy, and it is satisfactory to soe that 
the standard of shooting is steadily 
improving. 

TWO RESIGNATIONS 

The Daily News of New Westminster 
devotes an article to the resignation of 
Mr. Mclnnes of the Yukon Commis- 
sionorshlp and of Mr. Green of the 
portfolio of Lands and Works, und of 
course seeks to make the comparison 
very unfavorable to Mr. Green and 
very greatly to Mr. Mclnnes' credit.

The meetings of the present civic, 
campaign seem destined to be always 
accompanied by some unexpected and 
unlooked-for excitement. Both the pre- 
vious meetings held by T. W. Pater- 
son's supporters have been lively in tlfe 
extreme, and the gathering In Sample's 
hnll at Victoria west yesterday even- 
ing was no exception to the rule. It 
started in quietly enough, and things 
ran smoothly until Mr. Paterson was 
through with his address, and Aid. 
Stewart took the platform. Then the 
people of Victoria West were shocked 
by the spectacle of the Mayor of the 
city of Victoria sitting in the back of 
the hail, and calling an alderman on the 
platform n liar. Back and forth Hew 
the epithets, until mutters got so bad 
that Mr. Paterson was forced to rise 
and upbraid Mayor Morley for his un- 
dignified and disgraceful behavior. 
Later Mr. Paterson fell foul of certain 
socialistic-ally inclined gentlemen in the 
audience, by one of whom lie was told 
that he was an enemy to the working 
man. Challenged to support his asser- 
tion, the said gentleman took the plat- 
form and astonished his hearers by de- 
livering an impassioned orutlon on 
women's rights, which, appreciate as 
they might, the audience could hardly 
connect with the labor question. 

Opening Proceedings 

When the meeting opened it was 
avowedly opposed to Mr. Paterson, and 
Rowland Muchin, the first speaker,. was 
subjected to considerable annoyance by 
the remarks and other disturbances 
made by certain of the audience. Mr. 
Paterson, however, was nothing daunt- 
ed by the interruption, and taking the 
platform, delivered ah "address which 
was listened to with approval. 

Mr. Machiri opened the meeting, de- 
livering a well-thought-out: and timely 
address, in which lie pointed out the 
difference in the cnlibre of Mayor Mor- 
ley and Mr. Paterson, and exhorted his 
hearers to support Mr. Paterson, the 
man who would give the city a just and 
businesslike administration. 

The chairman then called upon Mayor 
Morley for a speech, but the Mayor re- 
fused to come forward! "This is Mr. 
Patei-son's meeting," said be, "and I 
am here to listen to him." 

Mr. Paterson arose amid the uproar 
that followed, and told the audience 
that His Worship had spoken nt nil 
bis other meetings. The Mayor, said 
Mr. Paterson.. had taken advantage of 
all his meetings, and bad thus saved 
himself the price of advertising and 
hire of hulls, . ' 

Mavm- Morley arose and charged Mr. 
Paterson with taking an unfair advan- 
tage of him by opening his campaign 
more than n week before the election. 
His Worship stated that Mr. Paterson 
had promised him not to open the cam- 
paign before that time. Mr. Paterson 
denied Mayor Morley's accusation, and 
then, as His Worship absolutely de- 
clined to speak, stating that he would 
address the people of Victoria West on 
Tuesday of next Week, Mr. Paterson 
took the platform amidst cheers. 
Mr. Paterson 

"I have taken part in many cam- 
paigns, some of them pretty hot ones," 
said Mr. Paterson. "but I never experi- 
enced one in which so many underhand 
methods were used against n candidate. 
' Mr. 'Paterson then produced n copy 
of a little sheet recently distributed 
aronnd the city, entitled "The People's 
Press." for which he claimed Mayor 
Morley was responsible. In this paper, 
among other vilifications, Mr. _ Pater- 
son was stigmatized as the "Greatest 
Slave-Driver of Them All." and the 
Sl.oO a Day M,an." Mr. Paterson in- 
dignantly denied that he bad ever made 
the statements imputed in regard to 
St. 50 a day being enough wage for any 
man. "I never made such a state- 
ment," said he. "because I don't be- 
lieve in it." He had always been ab- 
solutely fair to his men. Contrary to 
being the enemy of the workingmen 
while in the House, he claimed that lie 
had been their friend, and laid especial 
stress on tho fact that he had opposed 
the Imndloggers regulations in the 
Land Act as first introduced, because 
he thought they did not give u fair 
deal to honest laboring men'. 
I Mr. Paterson spoke bitterly regarding 
the insinuations, and even" open state- 
ments, made by his opponents to tin? 
effect that he was a man r Idlcteil to 
the use of liquor. 

The Water Problem 

Regarding the wtftor question. Mr. 
Paterson stated that in his opinion the 
people of Victoria West who provided 
their water "on their own hook," should 
not he called upon to pay for the sup- 
ply of the remainder of the city. 
(Cheers. ) Continuing, he touched on the 
claims made by Mayor Morley as to the 
work done by him. His Worship, speak- 
ing in public, had laid great stress on 
tho "1". in this respect. The Mayor 
had stated that full particulars tin to 
the possibilities of 1011; lake and High- 
land district bad been gathered, and 
were in the hands of the city. Ho had, 
however, admitted that nothing could 
be done until records had been secured 
of Ho- rainfall in the district throughout 
the year, and to nil ill such knowledge 
would take some time. 

"His Worship claims to be a civil 
engineer," said Mr. Paterson. "but he 
must be n mighty poor sample, if he 
doesn't know thai any competent en- 
gineer could ascertain these things ap- 
proximately within a few weeks." 

Had the enterprise- been a private 
one, he ventured to say the information 
Would htivc been to hand long ago. 

Regarding the Songhecs reserve ques- 
tion, Mr. Paterson stated that it was a 
matter which would be n good deal 
harder to settle than the Mayor seemed 
to anticipate. Tho rights of the Indians 
amounted almost to an entail; and to 
persuade the members of the federal 
House that they could be arbitrarily 
evicted would require a strong array .of 
well-marslinled facts. If was hard to 
make the Eastern members see the mat- 
ter as Victoria saw it, and he hoped 
that the matter might be settled with- 
out 'special legislation. "To pass such 
legislation through the House would en- 
tail one of the hardest fights in its his- 
tory," said Mr. Paterson, Should Un- 
reserve be satisfactorily expropriated, 
Mr. Pufer.son' staled,' he wbuld" favor

Mayor Heard From 

As he left, Mayor Morley arose and 
asked what right Mr. Paterson had to 
say that "The People's Press 1 was pub- 
lished by him. 

"It was published by your support- 
ers," retorted Mr. Paterson, and when 
Mayor Morley slated that he was not 
responsible for the actions of his sup- 
porters, Mr. Paterson told him that he 
should be, and added that should any 
of bis supporters take to circulating un- 
truthful statements about his opponent, 
lie would certainly make it his business 
to reprove him, und see that such ac- 
tions were stopped at once. 

Mr. Paterson sat down amidst pro- 
longed cheers, the crowd, which had 
been inclined to be antagonistic to him 
when he started, having been complete- 
ly won over. 

Aid. Stewart, called upon to speak; 
commenced by detailing to bis hearers, 
sonic examples of the autocratic be- 
havior of the Mayor to the rest of the 
council. He hud barely started when 
he was interrupted by tlie Mayor. 

"Now, I didn't interrupt you, when 
you were speaking," declared Aid. j Stew- 
art, "so volt might as well ' leave me 
alone," mid' amidst, laughter, His. Wor- 
ship subsided, remarking that he would 
not do it any more so long as Aid. Stew- 
art would tell the truth. 

Aid. Stewart then plunged into a 
scathing indictment of the Mayor and 
his autocratic behavior to the rest of 
the council, the address being enlivened 
by sundry interruptions on the part of 
His Worship. 

A Shameful Incident 

At first the audience listened with 
apathy to the interpolations of the 
Mayor, but by and bye roars of laugh- 
ter and ironical cheers greeted the sal- 
lies of the two. 

"You -know that you're telling the 
biggest; puck of • lies you over • told!" 
shouted the Mayor. 

"And you know that you're telling 
bigger ones!" retorted Aid. Stewart, aud 
so il went 011, while the chairman ham- 
mered the table despairingly. 

Finally Mr. Paterson arose and pro- 
tested against the •indUnified hell, vior 
of the Mayor, and His Worship sub- 
sided. 

Aid. Stewart concluded, amidst up- 
roar, by stating, with the emphasis 
bofn of experience, that the only coun- 
cil with which Mayor Mot-ley could get J 
along would be one composed of "putty 
aldermen." and exhorting his hearers 
to vote for Mr. Paterson. 

Meeting in Uproar 

Half a dozen members of tin- audi- I 
ence were on their feet, and all were 
shouting at the lime when Aid. Slew- 1 
art left the platform. 

Amidst the uproar there arose a cer- 
tain Mr. McGregor, who thundered: 
•'.Mr. Paterson is no! in favor of pay- 
ing his men Hit'r wages every two 
weeks!". . t 

Challenged by Mr. Paterson to sub- 
stantiate his statements, Mr. Mctlregor 
look the platform and proceeded to de- 
nounce Mr. Paterson. alleging that on 
the floor of the House he had not fuvor : 
ed tin- extension of the franchise tt) 
"womo, Indians, ( Mlinanien.'Slklis, crin<- 
inals and lunatics" (with the accent 011 
the second syllable). 

Called upon to gel down to the point, 
it transpired that the grievance of the 
fiery orator was that Mr. Paterson had 
not •supported certain measures brought 
forward by Mr. Hawthorntliwaite. 

When the champion of "women and 
lunatics" (, villi the accent on the see- 
ortt syllable) had got: through with his 
impassioned address, Mr. Paterson 
arose a nil proceeded to say a number 
of scathing things about Mr. Haw- 
thorntliwaite, ."whom he indicted as a 
man who had "never done a day's hon- 
est labor," hut who. "lived upon the 

hard-earned wages of the workingmen?' 

Then amidst shouts ami turmoil in- 
doscrilvi bio, Mr. Pnte:;son proceeded to 
empty 'the phials of his wrath on the 
heads of tin- Socialists, anil the meeting 
showed signs of degenerating into n 
purely political one. 

"Will you take the platform against 
Mr. Hawthorntiiwaite at. a public meet- 
ing'.'" demanded someone from the audi- 
ence. 

"1 will meet anyone at all on the 
public platform!" retorted Mr. Pater- 
son. and then, amidst cheers, shouts, 

laughter and general pandemonium, left 
the platform, while in the body of the 
hall divers gentlemen id' socialistic In- 
clinations talked against each other, 
und time. 

Amidst tin- uproar a vide of thanks 
was moved lo W. P. Smith, who had 
acted as chairman, and the meeting 
broke up, ,

ROOKERIES THAT ARE UNPROTECTED 



Government Reservation Does Not 
Include Other Than St. George 
and St. Paul Islands 



Further restrictions (ire to he made re- 
garding pelagic sen ling, if recommenda- 
tions made by E. W. Sims, special agent 
sent to the l'rlbyloff Islands last summer 
by the United .States government, are car- 
ried out. Iii his report Mr. Sims says: 

The patrol of Retiring Sea by a single 
revenue cutter Is little better than a farce, 
iiml Unit tin- pHugie huiitens ply their trade 
In Buhrlng Sea with little tear of inolestu- 
tlou. He recommends that a cutter be re- 
quired to cruise along the coast or Alaslta 

from May 1 until the inlddl ■ latter part 

of June along the route known to be taken 
by the seal herd. The pelagic sealers 
know how to mid the seals and bow to fol- 
low them up, and, In Mr. Sims' opinion the 
cutter detailed on this patrol should secure 
similar Information and lu a general way 
follow the bi rd. It Is known to be tbu 
practice of vciisels of the Canadian sealing 
ileet to cruise In the waters of the North 
Pacific Ocean and Uellrlng Sea before the 
closed season comes to nn end .1 1 1 oifP-r thai 
they imay be on the ground at the time It 
opens. It has been persistently reported 
that some of these vessels do nut wait 
until the sea. -on opens before commencing 
operations. iMr. Sims, therefore, recom- 
mends that the vessel which has been en- 
gaged In following the herd northward 
shall cruise around the Aleutian Islands, 
nil Inside of Bohliug Sea. 
nth of July. This vwreel 
required to ma hi In In file 
-It hlu the slxty-mlio zone. 

L«l shonid 1 niployed to 

cruise close around the islands, calling at 
each Island not less than once every two 
weeks to exchange Information with the 
agents In charge. 

Mr. Sims also recommends that the laws 
regarding the seal fisheries be strengthened 
anil supplemented lu the following par- 
ticulars: 

"The law should expressly set aside all 
of the Islands of the Prlbyloff group as a 
special reservation for government pur- 
poses, As It now stands, it In terms In- 
liKles only the Islands of St. I'iiiiI and St. 
George, lu consequence of which there Is 
grave doubt as to the status of Otter isl- 
and, Walrus Islanl and Sea r.lon [lock. 
Thousands of seals frequent Sen Linn Hook, 
and some seasons a considerable number 
resort to Otter Island. The Islands refer- 
red to are 0Hly»u row miles from the Isl- 
and of St. Paul, tin largest of t ho I'i'byloff 
group, and it Is essential that they tut III-

eluded in all laws enacted for the protec- 
tion and preservation of the seal herd. 

It should in terms be declared unlawful 
for aliens, as well as citizens, elUier to 
enter the territorial waters surrounding 
the Islands or to land on the Islands them- 
selves without permits to do so from the 
secretary of commerce and lubor, except 
In case of stress of weather or for water. 
Vessels entering the waters for these ex- 
cepted purposes .should, however, be re- 
quired to approach the Islands at the vil- 
lages and not attempt to land ut isolated 
portions of St. Paul or St. George Islands 
where are located the principal breeding 
'rookerlei-i. Landings on the 'uninhabited 
Islands of the group should also be pro- 
hibited." 

Mr. Sims recommends strengthening the 
guard on the Prfbyloffs and supplying tlieni 
with rapid-lire guns and small cannon to 
protect the herd. In this connection he 
says: 

"1 also recommend that the department 
give early consideration to the mutter of 
placing at the disposal of the agents on 
the Islands a proper supply of arms and 
ammunition. Aside from a small brass 
cannon used for signaling and a few rifles 
owned by the natives, the entire equipment 
available for use in protecting the seal 
rookeries, and the villages and saia houses 
on the Islands consists at the present time 
of twelve rifles on St. Paul ami six on .St. 
George. 

. "It Is obvious that under existing cir- 
cumstances It would be entirely possible 
for the combined crews of four or Ave 
M-hooners, such as cruised uround the Isl- 
ands during the past summer, or for a 
crew of pirates, such as that oil the "Car- 
meucltu, which hovered around the Isl- 
ands last year to land and not only riild 
the rookeries, lint plunder the villages and 
salt houses, where are stored valuable 
skins. 

"Unless they are furnished with the 
proper arms, the- handful of people on these 
Islands cannot reasonably be , expected to 
successful guard' seal rookeries worth mil- 
lions of dollars, which the lawless crews 
of a score of poaching schooners are ever 
ready to raid. All the world known that 
the 'United Slates owns the Prlbyloff isl- 
ands, and that In the exercise of its sover- 
eign power and for the purpose of preserv- 
ing the seal herd which frequents those 
Islands, it has enfeoffed ' laws making It 

unlawful for any person to land or ri iln 

thereon, and all the world should lie given 
to understand in unmistakable terms that 
vessels which approach within the three- 
mile limit do so at their peril. 

■•In view of the Co redoing, I urgently 
recommend that the Islands of St. Il'aul 
and St. George be equipped with a suffi- 
cient number of small cannon to permit 
the planing of one or more ut the various 
points of landing and in the vicinity of the 
principal seal rookeries. To nvold all 
danger of International complications, the 
cannon supplied may very properly be lim- 
ited to guns tiring a solid shot and hav- 
ing a maximum range of three miles or 
less. Each Island should ulso be equipped 
with one or more rapid-tire guns for use III 
ease of an attempt by n binding party to 
plunder the salt houses or the villages, The 
supply of rllles and ammunition should ales 
be Increased." * 

In Mr. Sims - opinion, the killing of seals 
by const Indians, who now furnish a con- 
siderable number of skins annually, should 

be regulated. He Kays! 

"Notwithstanding the fact that a large 
Ultniher of seals arc killed nminnllv by the 
coast Indians of Alaska, that branch of 
the sealing Industry has received little at- 
tention at the bauds of the government. 
I recommend that -It be investigated with a 
view to Its regulation and supervision. 

The department should he advised of the 
met hods of killing and the disposition of 
the skins, lu tills connect Ion I also Bug- 
nest that the collectors and deputy colleu- 
tors of customs In Alaska be directed to 
report annually In Hie fall to the depart ; 
iinmt such Information avlfh reference to 
the taking of seals as may come Into their 
possession during the year. They should 
also furnish detailed Information as to all 
shipments of skins."

SLIMIER OF SEALS 



Resolution Brought Before U. S. 
Government for Massacre 
on Rookeries 



The slaughter of fur-seals on the Priby- 
lolT islands Is .again being considered by 
the United States government, a resolution 
to that end having been brought before 
both Congress and the Senate of the United 
States recently. The proposal is made as 
an alternative failing to secure a settle- 
ment of the question of pelagic sealing re. 
granting which negotiations are now under 
discussion by representatives of Great 
Britain and the United States. The reso- 
lution Is presented In the following terms: 

"Resolved, etc., That or the president of 
the United States, after the lapse of a rea- 
sonable time, shall fall In his effort 1o se- 
cure a satisfactory review and amendment 
of the rules and regulations which now 
govern the taking of fur seals In the open 




waters of the North Pacific Ocean and 
Hchrlng Sea, pursuant to tile treaty ar- 
ticles of the award of the lielirlug Sea 
Tribunal of Arbitration, made at Paris, 
AUgUSt B>, lbUo, then the secretary of com- 
merce and labor may, with the approval of 
the president, reduce the surplus female 
fur-seal life us It shall be found on the 
Prlbyloff islands by killing ihe same down 
to a minimum number of not less than 10, 
IKK) adult female seals, and reduce the sur- 
plus mule fur-seal life at Uie same time 
by killing the Same down to a minimum 
number of not less than l,0\x> virile adult 
males. The skins of said seals so killed 
shall be sold by the secretary of com- 
merce .and labor to the best advantage 
with regard to time and place of sale as 
he may elect, und the proceeds of said 
sale shall be converted Into the treasury of 
the United States: Provided, that ull 
needful expenses Incident to the killing of 
said seals, preservation and transportation 
of skins, erection of necessary buildings, 
employment of labor, care of the seal Isl- 
lands and Prlbyloff natives, so Incurred by 
the secretary of commerce and labor, shall 
be paid by him out of any money in the 
treasury of the United States not otherwise 
appropriated, which amount Is hereby ap- 
propriated: Provided, also, that nothing In 
the Revised Statutes, sections numbered 
l,tW0 and 1,001, contained therein, shall 
prevent the secretary of commerce and la- 
bor from everclslug the authority herein 
conferred upon Jilia to take and k.ill said 
seals; but otherwise said sections slinll re- 
main in full force and operation." 

In the United States Senate tills resolu- 
tion is fathered by Senator Dillingham, 
who presented a similar measure to the Inst 
Congress. It has been referred to the com- 
mittee on fisheries, in the hope that this 
committee can he induced to act' favorably 
on the measure, notwithstanding the fact 
that the foreign relations committee, which 
considered the former bill and which really 
has Jurisdiction of tin- subject, refused to 
report II. In the House the resolution has 
been reduced by Representative Southard, 
of Ohio, and referred to the wayB and 
means committee, which has several times 
reported a Similar bill, although it refused 
to do so In I lie last. Congress. The promot- 
ers of the measure declare It Is based di- 
rectly on President Roosevelt's recom- 



mendation, and cite the following extract 
from his annual message: 

"In cuse we are compelled to abandon 
the hope of making arrangements with other 
governments to put an end to the hideous 
cruelty now Incident to pelagic sealing, it 
will be u question for your serious consider- 
ation how far we should continue to pro- 
tect and maintain the seal herd on land 
with t he .result of continuing such a prac- 
tice, and whether it Is not hotter to end 
the practice by exterminating the herd 
ourselves la the most humane way possi- 
ble." 

The lessees of the Prlbyloffs are keenly 
alive to the danger that now threatens the 
herd, and their attorney j ex-Senator Faulk- 
ner, of West Virginia, has notltled both 
House and Senate committees that be de- 
sires to be heard before action is taken 
by either on the pending resolution. He 
hopes to be able to convince the commit- 
tees, should they decide to tnke up tile 
resolution, that the weight of evidence 
gathered by government experts Is nil 
against the barbarous device embodied in 
the resolution, and that It Is far better 
from every standpoint to continue the 
pending diplomatic negotiations, which 
promise to fie brought to a favorable con- 
clusion at no distant date. 



ALBERTA QUESTIONS 

Lethbridge, Jan. 11.— Hon. G. II. V. 
Bulyen, lieutcnnnt-govornor of Alberta, 
speaking of the coming session of the 
Alberta legislature, which convenes on 
Jan. 2*i, said: ' 

"You know I know nothing about 
politics. 1 may say, however, that the 
coming legislative session, the second 
since the erection of Alberta to ti prov- 
ince. Will be quite a heavy one, mill that 
(lie time of the members will bp en- 
grossed nlainly 'with revamping and 
amending of old territorial statutes, and 
re-enacting them in an Improved form 
under our new constitution. Of the 
strictly new pieces of legislation, one of 



the most important will undoubtedly ho 
the proposed provincial railway act, un- 
der which the province will exercise its 
power of granting charters for railway^" 
and of regulating fum. The territories 
possessed no power with respect to :rail- 
ways. 

"It is extremely unlikely that tiro 
commission appointed to inquire into 
Hie question of a beef combine will have 
any report for this year's session, ns the 
British Columbia government has not 
yet appointed its representative. The 
representatives of Alberta* Saskatche- 
wan and Manitoba have, however, met 
informally, though the taking of evi- 
dence Iins not been begun:" 

His Honor said a spirit of harmony 
and co-operation characterized the mem- 
bers nnd parties in the legislature in 
dealing with the measures, which gain 
nn added importance from bciug enact- 
ed when the institutions are as yet in a 
plastic condition.

The Canadian Pacific Railway Steam- 
ship company has agreed to equip all its 
steamers, Empress liners ami each of 
tin? coasting vessels of the British Col- 
umbia services, with wireless telegraphic 
apparatus, as soon as the long-promised 
wireless stations announced by the Do- 
minion government are completed. 
Many months ago it was announced 
Erom Ottawa that, stations would be es- 
tablished at Cape Bciile, on the west 
coast of Vancouver Island, and at Riv- 
ers Inlet. As soon as steps are taken 
to complete t lie establishment of such 
stations, the C. P. It. fleet will at once 
be equipped with apparatus so that 
each vessel of the company's fleet will 
be in touch at all times with Victoria 
by means of the wireless telegraphic 
service. 

Arrangements were long since made 
to equip the Empresses with wireless 
apparatus, so that they could come in- 
to communication with the west coast 
of Vancouver Island and Victoria from 
sen, and an official of tho local steam- 
ship company says that some time ago 
the decision was reached also to equip 
the coasting steamers. 

The Pacific Coast Steamship company 
has also decided to establish wireless 
apparatus on its steamers, the first to 
be equipped in that manner being the 
vessels select oil for the service between 
■Seattle and Cape Nome next spring. It 
is expected the first vessel to come in 
touch with the Tatoosh wireless station 
being established by the United States 
government, will he the new steamer 
President, recently launched from a 
New Jersey shipyard. This vessel, 
which was announced for the Victoria- 
Seattle and San Francisco route, will 
have a wireless apparatus installed be- 
fore she leaves New York for the run 
to Seattle. She will constantly com- 
municate with the different points at 
which there are wireless stations, on her 
journey around South America, and will 
keep hi touch with these stations as 
long as possible. An attempt will be 
made to send wireless messages from 
the Straits of Magellan, although it is 
liiil known whether or not it will be pos- 
sible to receive a message from a ship 
so fa,' away. 

A contract lias been awarded by the 
Pacific Coast company lor tho erec- 
tion of a wireless station at Pier A 
at Seattle. It has been arranged that 
the steamers on the Seattle-Nome route 
will report daily to the Tatoosh or Scat- 
trie .station, unci tho ship's progress will 
be announced on charts. The President 
is due at Seattle in May, and will prob- 



ably be tho first commercial steamer to 
reach Paget Sound with wireless appar- ; 
lit us on board. 

'flic equipment of the coastal steam- 
era of tho C. V. It. with wireless would 
be of. great utility; for instance, if the 
Queen City on the West Const route 
found another .schooner like the. M. 
Tumor lying among the reefs at Kyu- 
yuot, it would not be necessary for the 
steamer to proceed to Clayoquot, if the 
West Coast wires happened to be in op- 
eration, or lo Victoria, to secure assist- 
ance. Last winter, when the Queen 
City found a schooner in distress oil' 
Clayoquot, a week elapsed before the 
tug Czar was despatched from Victoria; 
willi wireless telegraphic apparatus on 
board the Queen City in communication; 
with this city, assistance could be sent 
at once. Many other incidents could be 
taken from past marine happenings on 
the Island coast to show how valuable 
such a service would be for saving life 
and property. Had the Valencia been 
lilted with wireless apparatus to com- 
municate news of her .stranding, many 
lives might have been saved. 

Steamer Strathnevis, winch drilled 
about the Pacific with a broken shaft 
for mouths some years ago, and vari- 
ous vessels searched in vain for her, the 
Danube among Ihe number, would have 
been able to make her position known at 
once with wireless apparatus, nnd a 
very large saving of money and anxiety 
would have resulted. . 

From .lulv, 1008, a new treaty into 
which Great Britain, the United States 
and several other maritime powers have 
entered recently at Berlin regarding the 
use of ■ wireless telegraphy, will come 
into force. The treaty was arranged 
in September last, and it was agreed 
that interchange of communication be- 
tween ship and ship, and ship and 
shore, despite nationality, should be 
compulsory, ('.real Britain secured the 
insertion of a clause, however, which 
obtained the right of every country to 
exempt certain stations from the obli- 
gation of compulsory communications. 
Great Britain restricted herself to rea- 
sonable provision for the exchange ol 
messages between ship and laud. A 
resolution, moved by the United Slates 
representative, making intercommunica- 
tion between ship ami ship compulsory, 
was carried, despite Great Britain s op- 
position on the ground that it was m.-- 
praclicable. and also because it was an 
ininroDer restriction on individual rigui-. 
!)„' the other hand, Great Britain car- 
ried a resolution making the United 
States' motion a separate article ot the 
convention, to which the signatory pow- 
ers are not necessarily compelled to ad- 
here. 

FROM THE WEST COAST 

Queen City Reports Finding of Wreck- 
age-LumherJMill for Kyuquot 

Steamer Queen City, dpt. ToW»«euifl, 
which returned yesterday Horn kyuquot 
and way ports of the west coast o : Van- 
couver Island, brought news v ot the turn- 
ing of a wooden lank, obviously from a 
sailing ship, on one of the outer islets 
of Kyoquot Sound. No name or mark 
bv which it could be identified was on 
the tank, which was found by India is. 
No other wreckage was reported, bteam- 
er Shinano Maru on arrival here re- 
ported sighting wreckage about OttJ 
miles from Cape Flattery. 1 his was n< - 
lieved to have been pari or that from 
the abandoned ship Great Admiral. 

The steamer made a special trip to 
Kyoquot from Quatsino to land two 
timber cruisers sent lo survey some 
large limits approached from Kyuquol 
Sound, on behalf of United States cap 
ilnlists, who are negotiating for Hie pur 
chase of the timber area from Vic 
torians. If the deal is successfully con- 
cluded it is understood the purchasers 
propose' to establish a mill at Kyuquot. 

The vessel brought a small eomplc- 
i inent of passengers, but twelve all, 
' mostly employees from the coast eer 
mills and logging camps. A. K. Gu.. in, 
a well known mining man. and EC. C. 
Brewster, manager of the Clayoquot 
canrery who has been on an electioneer- 
ing tour, were among the passengers. 
The return cargo was very light: there 
was but seven barrels of whale oil. 

News was brought that no further 
catches have been made by the steam 
whaler Orion since the last trip of the 
coasting steamer.

and to Katxobue Sound. One otic trip 
north she was nlmust wrecked, the 
masts having been cut away and only a 
small spanker remaining saved the ves- 
sel from the rocks of Douglas Island. 

Steamer Iroquoln. which is being plank- 
ed and ninde ready for her voyage to Vic- 
toria at New York, will leave for this port 
In altout a week's time. The steamer will 
curry sack coal on her decks In excess of 
the hunker coal, and Is expected to inuko 
the passage with three stops for fuel. 

The torpedo boat destroyer Paul Jones, 
which visited Victoria Borne weeks ngo, 
for over forty-eight hours has been fight- 
ing a southeaster that Is raging In Santa 
llanbitru channel, and several times the 
vessel has been In great danger, according 
to a despatch received yesterday from Ran- 
la Barbara. Her anchors have been drag 
glng and It 'has been necessary to put to 
sea to avoid the beach. Three mm have 
been hurt and the great seas that have 
been breaking over her decks have swept 
them clear of everything movable. Two of 
the il'iiul Jones' boats have been stove In. 
One of the injured men lost all the lingers 
of one hand, and another has Ids ribs 
badly crushed. Last night the Paul Jitnes 
was lying well oiT shore. 

MANY WORKERS NEEDED 

The Shortage of Labor May Hamper 
Railway Construction 

Montreal, Jan. , 11. — A conservative 
estimate places the number of men re- 
quired in railway construction in Cun- 
'a.>a during the present year at from 
•10,000 to 50,000. The general opinion 
is that the government will either sus- 
pend the Alien Labor Act and allow 
contractors and railway companies to 
bring in men under contract, or bring 
them in themselves and farm them out 
to employers of labor. 'The big rail- 
ways are known to be making very 
pressing representations to the powers 
that be on this labor question. It is 
said that Sir Wilfrid and his ministers 
have given an attentive hearing to ail 
that has been said on the subject. It is 
admitted, in fact, that without special 
action ou the part of the government, ft 
good part of the projected railway con- 
struction in different parts of Canada 
Will he held in abeyance.

Contracts to be Awarded Today 
for Structure to be Built 
on James Bay 



The contracts arc to be awarded, to- 
day for the construction of the proposed 
new clocks for ihe Alaska Steamship 
company, in .lames liny. Tenders worn 
called sonic time ago, and numbers have 
been received, it is expected 'that the 
cost of t lie construction of the wharves 
Will come between $14,000 and .fL'i.OOO. 

The new wharf will be situated on 
.lames Bay, on the two blocks of water- 
front property owned by the stehmship 
company, just Lo the oast of the post 
office building. They will be of the most 
modern and up-to-date character, rivul- 
iiiK' t lie docks of tho (.'. P. It. across the. 
buy, anil will be large enough to handle 
nil the business of the steamship' com- 
pany Cor years to come, even allowing 
for the continuation oC 1 ho rapid expan- 
sion which lias marked tlic trade of 
lute. 

The wharf ilsolf will have an area 
of ten lliousam! square feet, while tlic 
superstructure will he 01x70 feet in 
area. It will contain ti baggage room 
for passengers' luggage, bonded baggage 
room, and numerous large warehouses. 
The passengers will reach Ihe boats by 
means of an elevated sidewalk, from 
Wharf street, such as is in use at the 
(.'. P. It. docks, the only exception be- 
ing Unit the sidewalk will terminate on 
u big pontoon, which will rise and fall 
with the tide, thus keeping level with . 
the deck of steamers, however the tide 
may be. On the elevated sidewalk will 
be the ticket oflices and waiting rooms, 
while underneath it will run the grad- 
ed drive, by Which Ihe freight will be 
conveyed from the shore to the hold 
of the vessel. Tor the handling of the 
freight, moveable gangways have been 
designed similar to those in use on the 
G. P. It. wharf. 

It is expected that work will be start- 
ed upon the construction of tho docks 
just as soon as tho contracts have be'e-n 
awarded, nnd ibis is expected to take 
place within a few days. Once the work 
is under way, it will only, be a few 
months before the wharves are an nctu- 
ality.
